Apparently very few of Marin’s 
dentists, doctors, and veterinarians 
learned of the call for them to regis­ 
ter with Marin’s draft board on 
Monday—because only 67 showed up 
for registration.

Price Control 
May Be Just 
Around Corner 


WASHINGTON (JP)—The govern­ 
ment will order a general price and 
wage freeze within the next five or 
six days, a high-level government 
source reported today. 
A roll-back of prices to Jan. 1 
levels is under consideration, this 
official said. 
The decision was attributed to 
Charles E. Wilson, director, of the 
Office of Defense Mobilization. He 
reportedly is convinced that neither 
voluntary nor piece-me&l controls 
can stem the inflationary surge. 
Economic Stabilization Adminis­ 
trator Alan Valentine was reported 
ready to carry out the across-the- 
board ceiling orders, despite ESA’s 
lack of enforcement machinery and 
staff. 
There had been earlier predictions 
that price-wage controls would be 
applied whenever the ESA mustered 
a staff able to handle the regula­ 
tions. 
These predictions were bulwarked 
by the rise in food prices to the 
highest point in American history. 
The ESA has been making pro­ 
gress toward gathering a staff to 
handle controls. 
Valentine two weeks ago spiked a 
proposal by his Price Stabilizer 
Michael V. DiSalle, for a temporary, 
30-day price freeze on grounds the 
agency lacked the manpower and 
field organization to police adjust­ 
ments, violation cases, and “hard­ 
ship” appeals. 
Details of the contemplated freeze 
were not divulged—whether a tem­ 
porary affair such as DiSalle sug­ 
gested, or a more permanent ar­ 
rangement. (Earlier report on Page 
7.)

The action was taken last night 
at a special meeting of the city 
council. It was not an outright 
purchase. Included in the trans­ 
action was the exchange of the city 
corporation yard for the railroad 
right-of-way.

The exchange of properties and 
purchase was arranged by Attorney 
Phillip Kennedy for the Ross heirs 
and City Attorney John Buresh. 
Reason for the complicated maneu­ 
ver was that the city immediately 
would own the right-of-way and be 
able to convert it into parking area 
and “in six or seven years” into 
“ a 100-foot wide street, the finest 
in the county.” 
TO USE YARD 
Meanwhile the city will not lose 
use of the corporation yard. The 
agreement calls for the city to con­ 
tinue using it as in the past. A 
brick building on the property re­ 
mains the city’s property if it 
wishes to raze it or make other al­ 
terations to it. 
Immediate cost to the city is 
$104)00, the down payment. The 
memorandum agreement, which was 
approved last night, provides that 
annual payment shall be at not less 
than $5000 per year including in­ 
terest and that the city shall com­ 
plete payment for the property with­ 
in 20 years. Interest rate is 4 per 
cent. 
City engineer A1 Siemer told the 
council he believed that all of the 
money for the purchase could be 
obtained from state highway funds. 
He said he believed the $10,000 
would be immediately available to 
the city. The council authorized 
him to make arrangements as soon 
as possible for obtaining the money 
The February 13 meeting was set 
as the deadline for clearing up the 
last of the legal details in regard to 
the purchase.

Marin county teachers will study 
atomic defense at a teachers’ insti­ 
tute, it was announced today by 
County Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Wallace Hall. 
The decision was reached yester­ 
day afternoon at a county wide edu­ 
cational meeting on civil defense 
held at Wade Thomas school, San 
Anselmo. 
Dr. Hall set the date of the in­ 
stitute as January 29 at the San 
Rafael High school. The time will 
be devoted to instructing 
school 
teachers in the latest methods of 
defense and protection in case of 
atomic or other attacks. 
MUST ATTEND 
Public schools will be closed Jan­ 
uary 29 with attendance at the In­ 
stitute mandatory for county public 
school teachers who will receive 
regular institute credit for the day’s 
sessions. Teachers of both county 
parochial and private schools are 
also invited to attend the institute. 
The county wide meeting for the 
organization of school personnel for 
civilian defense was attended by 
representatives of practically every 
public school district in Marin coun­ 
ty, by representatives of the paro­ 
chial schools and 
each 
private 
school, and by representatives of 
the Marin County Teachers’ Asso­ 
ciation and other teacher groups 
with 66 in attendance. 
Meeting, under the direction of 
Dr. Hall, heard Col E. C*?i Engel- 
hart, Marin county coordinator o? 
defense presents briefly Marin’s 
plans for civilian 
defense, 
and 
County Health Officer Dr. Clarice 
Haylett will discuss a program of in­ 
struction for teachers. 
FOUR FUNCTIONS 
In considering the role of educa­ 
tional services in the civilian de­ 
fense program, these four functions 
were agreed upon: 
1. Coordination 
of 
information 
and instruction given teachers, in­ 
cluding training in first aid, atomic 
bombs, as Well as specific procedures 
to be followed in the event of an air 
raid. 
2. Coordination 
of 
information 
and instruction concerning atomic 
warfare and first aid given to pupils 
in all grades. Kindergarten through 
junior college. 
3. Coordination of instruction in 
fixst aid, atomic warfare and other 
civilian defense courses given to 
adults through adult education pro­ 
grams. 
4. Coordination of each district’s 
school plans with its local municipal 
defense programs. 
A plan of organization of Marin 
county education services for civil­ 
ian defense was approved. This plan 
would provide two alternate coor­ 
dinators to Dr. Wallace W. Hall, 
county coordinator of educational 
services, appointed by the Board of 
Supervisors. 
ALTERNATES NAMED 
Dr. Hall named William J. J. 
Smith, Novato school superintend­ 
ent first alternate coordinator and 
Roy M. Laugesen, Mill Valley school 
superintendent, second alternate co­ 
ordinator. 
Under the plan agreed upon at 
yesterday’s meeting, 
each 
school 
district will name a coordinator for 
the district responsible to the coun­ 
ty coordinator for educational ser­ 
vices.

Consumers Increase 
But Supply Is Same 


Plans for summer water rationing in the North Marin County 
Water District were begun last night by the*Novato district's 
board of directors. 


Rationing will almost certainly be necessary, Paul Grimes, 
manager of the district, said this morning. Grimes pointed out 
that completion of the Novato creek dam has been held up by 
heavy rains and that many new connections have been added to 
the \yater system since last summer's dry period. 


Rainfall in Novato, normally about 9 inches, is already 17 
inches. 
The heavy rain has wet the earth fill for the dam to 
such an extent that it cannot be used and the dam cannot be 
completed. 


This heavy rain does not build up the underground storage 
capacity to any great extent, but merely runs off. 
Grimes told the board last night ♦- 
that there now are 1012 connections 
in the district, 103 will be added 
soon and 221 houses are under con­ 
struction. Lost summer there were 
900 water outlets in Novato and a 
voluntary rationing program was 
necessary. 
SEEK LEGISLATION 
The district has requested State 
Senator Jack McCarthy and Assem­ 
blyman Richard McCollister to in­ 
troduce legislation that would per­ 
mit the' district to restrict the 
amount of water used. Present water 
codes do not permit rationing. 
Grimes said several other water 
districts in the state have request­ 
ed such legislation. 
He pointed out that the district 
could use another means to reduce 
amount of water being used. The 
board could impose a very high 
rate on water used more than a 
certain amount. 
Last summer, under voluntary 
water rationing during tha driest 
part of the ye», Novato residents 
used about 1,000 cubic feet a month 
to each home. The district ten­ 
tatively plans to hold consumption 
down to about 800 cubic feet. 
U8E RATES TOLD 
James Peters, 
manager of the 
Marin Municipal Water District, re­ 
ports and peak summer usage in 
that district is about 450 gallons a 
day per person, and three to four 
times that per family. 
"Normally a family can get along 
on 800 gallon a day,” Grimes said, 
“but that amount won?t permit any 
lawn or flower watering or any car 
washing.” 
The board last night received bids 
for construction of the 18 inch main 
pipe line from the dam to the town.

Delay of allocation of 
state funds by Sacramento from the 
expected receipt of the million dol­ 
lars on July 1, until November 2 by 
which time new assessment rolls 
changed the legal requirements for 
receiving the state funds.

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Cook To Be Returned To Oklahoma 
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SAN DIEGO UP) — WilUfm E. 
Cook, accused kidnapper" and sus­ 
pected slayer of eight persons will 
be returned to Oklahoma from here 
to be prosecuted on federal kidnap­ 
ping charges. 
The Department of Justice in 
Washington annpunced last night 
that Cook, 23-year-old ex-convict 
captured in Mexico after a two- 
week international manhunt, will 
be tried on a charge of kidnapping 
the Carl Mosser family of Atwood, 
111.The federal charge, known as the 
Lindbergh law* carries a possible 
death penalty. 
U, S. Attorney Ernest Tulin, at 
Los Angeles, said he had agreed to 
the transfer of custody and was 
merely awaiting the warrant for 
Cook’s return to Oklahoma. 
Cook also has been sought by po­ 
lice in Joplin, Mo., where the five 
bodies of the Mosser family were 
recovered from a mine shaft. The 
Messers, all of whom had been shot, 
are suspected victims of Cook. 


He also has been charged in 
California with the murder Jan. 6 
of Seattle salesman Robert Dewey. 
A California sheriff's deputy said 
Cook also had talked of slaying 
two other persons in Oklahoma. The 
deputy said he had been kidnap­ 
ped by Cook but was released un* 
harmed.

Cook is in isolation in a lone up­ 
per-floor cell at the county jail 
where he was taken following his 
deportation from Mexico Monday. 


ANTS MAY CONTROL TERMITES 
SYDNEY (fP)—Ants could be used 
to control termites, says Dr. William 
Brown, an entomologist who is visit­ 
ing Australia on a traveling fel­ 
lowship from Harvard University, 
Dr. Brown said here that as far 
as he knows there is no research be­ 
ing done on the possibility of using 
ants to control termites. Biological­ 
ly, he said, ants are their main 
enemies. Dr. Brown is studying 
obscure groups of ants in Australia 
on his fellowship.

Foreip Policy Views 


Not long ago Congressman Hubert Scudder, 
*ho ably represenu Marin and the other 10 
counti« of the First California District, issued 
an invitation to constituents to ttate their views 
on “national policy/* 
He promptly got an open letter from a group 
of Sausalito citizens setting forth their five-point 
program: 
**1—Bring our boys home from Korea. 
**2—Balance the budget by cutting expendi­ 
tures, not by increased taxation. 
‘¡6-Keep the cost of living down. 
“4—Re-establish trade with China. 
“5-Support the appeal of the International 
Red Cross to outlaw the atom bomb.** 
When those recommendations were subse­ 
quently reported in the Independent-Joum aI a 
couple of months ago, some readers observed that 
they mostly were things which would undoubt­ 
edly please Josef Stalin and his Kremlin associ­ 
ates. 
And we must agree that Stalin would probably 
be happy if the United States (1) withdrew its 
troops from Europe and the Far East, (2) bal­ 
anced the budget by cutting out all defense 
expenditures, (5) kept the cost of living down 
by economic strangulation, (4) re-established 
trade with Red China, again sending that coun­ 
try materials which could be converted to mili­ 
tary use against us, and (5) agreed to outlaw the 
atomic bomb without the inspection provisions 
which would prevent Russia from secretly going 
ahead with its preparation. 
Now Congressman Scudder is about to be 
bombarded with letters containing quite a dif­ 
ferent suggotion. 
Ralph Murphy, the well- 
known San Rafael builder and official of the 
Marin Taxpayers* Association, is advocating a 
“chain letter** asking friends to write Congress- 
- man Scudder, as well as Senators Knowland and 
Nixon and Defense Secretary Marshall, “urging 
them to immediately furnish arms to the Chinese 
Nationalist Army.** 
The Murphy movement will urge that the 
Chinese Nationalists be supported with muni­ 
tions and transportation facilities to strengthen 
their struggle against the Chinese Communists. 
By contrast with previously publicized sug­ 
gestions, this one certainly will find no favor 
in the Kremlin. 
So Congressman Scudder, who conscientiously 
endeavors to follow in his congressional actions 
the desir« of his constituents, has advice from 
“both sid« of the fence/’ so to speak. 
The only way he can know what the rank and 
file of his constituents want is for large numbers 
of them to advise him.

Epilepsy is one of those un­ 
pleasant ailments that p e o p le 
naturally like to steer dear of. You 
just don’t care to discuss or be 
related with a subject that in its 
advanced form gives way to gro­ 
tesque and uncontrollable seizures. 
Epilepsy probably isn't aa far 
from you aa you think. Available 
records show that one in every 
200 persona—or about 750,000—in 
this country are afflicted with this 
nerve disorder. 
MOST ARE MILD CASES 
Fortunately, most of these per­ 
sons have only mild seizures that 
occur i n f r e q u e n t l y and may 
amount to nothing more than a 
blank atare for a few monents or 
a sudden stiffening of muscles.

It has been impossible to pin­ 
point the cause—or «uses—of epi­ 
lepsy.

With Living Cost 
Soaring Can Price, 
Wage Controls Lag?

WASHINGTON (JP )-U vin g costs now are at 
their highest in history: Thirty-one per cent 
higher than in June, 1946, when OPA was 
scuttled and price controls were lifted. 
They've risen more than three per cent since 
the Korean shooting started in June. The next 
government figures, expected in a few days, 
probably will show costs still rising. 
* Last week President Truman made it clear 
price and wage controls are coming. But when.- 
Not, it seems, until the government has been 
able to assemble a staff big enough to handle 
them. That may be months away. 
This is a brief review leading up to where we 
are now. 
When this country got into the Korean fight­ 
ing, and was kicked around, the nation realized 
a big defense program was needed. 
To get it started, President Truman on July 
19 asked Congress for some very limited powers: 
To allocate materials to defense plants and to 
curb credit as a brake on inflation. 
He didn't ask, and didn’t want, power to con­ 
trol prie« and wag«.

HAD HE GONE far enough? 
There was 
divided opinion. 
For instance, Senator Taft, Ohio Republican 
and a long time critic of Truman and peace­ 
time price controls, did not want Truman to 
have stand-by powers. 
But on July 26 Bernard Baruch urged Con­ 
gress to pass a law going all out on controls. The 
next day Truman said he disagreed with 
Baruch. 
But Baruch won such support from Congress 
that by September it passed a law giving the 
President certain powers any time he saw fit. 
On September 9 he set up an organization to 
handle prie« and wages. Called the Economic 
Stabilization Agency (ESA), it has two branches: 
the Office of Price Control and the Wage 
Stabilization Board. 
And on September 19 he made Alan Valen­ 
tine, an educator, boss of ESA, which meant boss 
of both branch«. On October 10 Mr. Truman 
made Cyrus S. Ching head of the wage board 
under Valentine. 
But for three months after Congress passed 
the law, Truman didn’t appoint a price control 
board.

IN THOSE MONTHS this country scored a 
great victory in Korea. Perhaps it seemed that 
the emergency after all was not so great. But 
in late November the Chinese Communists 
turned the great victory into a great disaster. 
And just at the end of November—on Novem­ 
ber 30 —the government’s Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, in its monthly report, showed living 
costs were at a record high and still climbing. 
Two days later, December 2, Truman made 
Michael V. DiSalle the price boss, under Valen­ 
tine. DiSalle, of course, couldn't just walk in 
and order price controls across the board. 
He did not have a staff to carry them out. He 
had to build on, to get business men and econo­ 
mists to come to Washington to work for him. 
It is now mid-January and DiSalle has a staff 
of perhaps 325 people, far too few to do a real 
job of price controlling. At its peak OPA had 
60.000 paid workers around the country and 
250.000 volunteers. 


LAST WEEK DiSalle wanted to order all 
prie« frozen for 30 days but Valentine thought 
differently. 
So DiSalle’s outfit is still waiting 
till it gets a larger staff. But Maybe the whole 
price-wage control set-up of the ESA will have 
to be changed because the question being kicked 
around now is this: 
Can ESA work at all so long as Valentine can 
veto DiSalle and Ching?

Mental Outlook 
Important During 
Women's Periods 


Many women and girls suffer 
pain during the regular periods, 
even when there is no actual dis­ 
ease of the organs involved. In 
these cases, mental factors, the 
patient’s constitutional makeup, or 
some slight imbalance of the glands 
of internal secretion are thought 
to be responsible. 
Of these, mental attitudes are 
by far the most important. Cer­ 
tainly, they can make the pain 
worse and keep up the discom­ 
fort longer. Faulty explanation of 
the function by parents may actu­ 
ally teach young girls to expect 
pain. This is particularly true if 
other women of the family set an 
example by going to bed every 
month at the time of the periods. 
It is important that the girls 
understand that the periods are 
natural, and should not interfere 
with ordinary activities. 


GENERAL HEALTH 
Any condition which interferes 
with the general health may con­ 
tribute to making the condition 
worse. Hence, the general health 
should be improved by exercise, 
proper diet, sufficient rest, and 
treatment of anemia or lessening 
of the color of the blood, If this 
condition is present. 
The best treatment in a given 
case depends upon the degree of 
pain. In mild cases, in which the 
pain is limited to a few hours on 


the first day of the period, pain- 
relieving drugs, such as aspirin, 
are adequate. If severe pain starts 
one or more days before the 
period, and continues for several 
days thereafter, a m e d i c a t i o n 
known as diethyl-stilbestrol, taken 
at night, seems to be useful. This 
preparation is given on the first 
or second day of the period, and is 
continued for about two weeks. Of 
course, such treatment must always 
be carried out under the direction 
of a physician. 


RELATIVELY PAINLESS 
This preparation may cause the 
period to become irregular, but 
the next period will be relatively 
painless. Bed test is discouraged. 
The treatment is continued for 
two or throe months in succession, 
then stopped for a time, and then 
repeated. Pain-relieving drugs, such 
as aspirin, may be used in between 
time. 
In a few instances, the pain 
may be most severe, and of such 
a degree that it undermines the 
morale and prevents continuous 
employment. If treatment with 
drugs fails to relieve the disorder, 
an operation for cutting the sym­ 
pathetic nerves which go to the 
womb may be necessary.

try materials which could be converted to mili­ 
tary use against us, and (5) agreed to outlaw the 
atomic bomb without the inspection provisions 
which would prevent Russia from secretly going 
ahead with its preparation. 
Now Congressman Scudder is about to be 
bombarded with letters containing quite a dif­ 
ferent suggestion. Ralph Murphy, the well- 
known San Rafael builder and official of the 
Marin Taxpayers* Association, is advocating a 
“chain letter** asking friends to write Congress- 
- man Scudder, as well as Senators Knowland and 
Nixon and Defense Secretary Marshall, “urging 
them to immediately furnish arms to the Chinese 
Nationalist Army." 
The Murphy movement will urge that the 
Chinese Nationalists be supported with muni­ 
tions and transportation facilities to strengthen 
their struggle against the Chinese Communists. 
By contrast with previously publicized sug­ 
gestions, this one certainly will find no favor 
in the Kremlin. 
So Congressman Scudder, who conscientiously 
endeavors to follow in his congressional actions 
the desires of his constituents, has advice from 
“both sides of the fence,** so to speak. 
The only way he can know what the rank and 
file of his constituents want is for large numbers 
of them to advise him. 
We hope that on the most vital question 
before us today—our foreign policy—Marin voters 
don't hesitate to let our Congressman know 
which side of the fence they are on.

BALTIMORE (A*)—Have you ever 
watched a child in the throes of 
an epilectic fit? If you’re like most 
people, you probably shuddered 
and backed out of the scene as 
quickly and as inconsplclously as 
possible. 
But did it ever occur to you that 
you’re as much of a problem of 
public health as the youngster suf­ 
fering from the disorder? 
Epilepsy is one of ' those un­ 
pleasant ailments that people 
naturally like to steer clear of. You 
just don’t care to discuss or bo 
related with a subject that In its 
advanced form gives way to gro­ 
tesque and uncontrollable seizures. 
Epilepsy probably isn’t as far 
from you as you think. Available 
records show that one in every 
200 persons—or about 750,000—in 
this country are afflicted with this 
nerve disorder. 
MOST ARE MILD CASES 
Fortunately, most of these per­ 
sona have only mild seizures that 
occur Infrequently and may 
amount to nothing more than a 
blank stare for a few monents or 
a sudden stiffening of muscles. 
Then It’s all over. 
The US. Children’s Bureau, a 
branch of the Federal Security 
Agency, was well aware of the 
tremendous strides medicine had 
made toward easing the effects of 
epilepsy. And It realized it was a 
matter of public health to (1) get 
this Information out to the sufferer 
and (2) educate the public so it 
would be a little more understand­ 
ing.

'The Eagle Forward' 
Meats The Hunger 
For News On The Front 
WITH U.S. TROOPS IN KOREA 
(JP)—In wartime the men at the 
front—those who do the most 
fighting—usually know the least 
about what is going on. 
It is hard to get news up to a 
man in the foxholes and there­ 
fore the "big picture” to him too 
often is limited to what the enemy 
on the hill ahead is going to do 
next. 
é 
But the men in the foxholes do 
have a real hunger to know what 
is happening on the wholr front 
and how soldiers in other sectors 
are faring. And like everyone else 
they want fresh news. 
Co 1 # John T. Corley of Brooklyn, 
is one b&ttlefront commander* who 
has taken steps to see that his pen 
are kept informed. 
Corley, at 36, is one of the army’s 
most decorated officers. H* holds 
IS medals for heroism and merit­ 
orious service. When he took over 
command of the negro 24th regi­ 
ment he started a daily paper for 
his troopc. Ha called it the "Eagle 
Forward." 
The little two-page mimeograph­ 
ed newspaper has become one of 
the most popular publications in 
Korea. It is as crisply breezy as 
Corley himself—a cheerful, tough- 
minded young officer. 
The first page is devoted to 
world news of importance, includ­ 
ing the latest war developments in 
Korea. The seoond page tells the 
activities of differsnt units within

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Maryland Developing Program 
For Treatment Of Epileptics 
It has been impossible to pin­ 
point the cause—or causes—of epi­ 
lepsy. It usually occurs where the 
disorder is in the family history 
or sometimes from a blow on the 
head that damages a portion of 
the brain. 
Only about 20 per cent of epi­ 
leptics are uncontrollables and 
must be attended to as out-and-out 
patients. It is to the other 80 per 
cent that Maryland Is directing its 
program. 
Research has shown that a very 
small percentage can be cured by 
surgery. Usually, however, treat­ 
ment consists of the use of certain 
drugs, an electronic device to 
measure brain waves called an 
electro-encephalograph, and social 
therapy. 
WORKING WITH DOCTORS 
Instead, he says, the aim of 
the program—begun last July—Is 
"to. promote organized cooperation 
between two central (medical 
school) clinics, the family phy­ 
sician and the local county tyealth 
departments,” 
Dr. Davens already has begun 
working out a program with the 
State Department of Education to 
permit school children to become 
more familiar with the malady. 
"The more a person knows about 
a subject,” he explains, "the less 
he fears it. That is the big pur­ 
pose of the education program. If 
we can educate today’s youngsters 
to accept epilepsy for what it is 
instead of developing a contempt 
for it, tomorrow’s citizens will be 
in a position to do much more 
about it."

Soaring Can Price, 


Wage Controls Lag?

WASHINGTON (^-Living costs now are at 
their highest in history: Thirty-one per cent 
higher than in June, 1946, when OPA was 
scuttled and price controls were lifted. 
They've risen more than three per cent since 
the Korean shooting started in June. The next 
government figures, expected in a few days, 
probably will show costs still rising. 
* Last week President Truman made it clear 
price and wage controls are coming. But when? 
Not, it seems, until the government has been 
able to assemble a staff big enough to handle 
them. That may be months away. 
This is a brief review leading up to where we 
are now. 
When this country got into the Korean fight­ 
ing, and was kicked around, the nation realized 
a big defense program was needed. 
To get it started, President Truman on July 
19 asked Congress for some very limited powers: 
To allocate materials to defense plants and to 
curb credit as a brake on inflation. 
He didn't ask, and didn't want, power to con­ 
trol prices and wages. 
* 


HAD HE GONE far enough? There was 
divided opinion. 
For instance, Senator Taft, Ohio Republican 
and a long time critic of Truman and peace­ 
time price controls, did not want Truman to 
have stand-by powers. 
But on July 26 Bernard Baruch urged Con­ 
gress to pass a law going all out on controls. The 
next day Truman said he disagreed with 
Baruch. 
But Baruch won such support from Congress 
that by September it passed a law giving the 
President certain powers any time he saw fit. 
On September 9 he set up an organization to 
handle prices and wages. Called the Economic 
Stabilization Agency (ESA), it has two branches: 
the Office of Price Control and the Wage 
Stabilization Board. 
And on September 19 he made Alan Valen­ 
tine, an educator, boss of ESA, which meant boss 
of both branches. On October 10 Mr. Truman 
made Cyrus S. Ching head of the wage board 
under Valentine. 
But for three months after Congress passed 
the law, Truman didn't appoint a price control 
board. 
Ching's board, in the meantime, 
couldn't control any wages for under the law 
wages can’t be controlled until prices are.

Mental Outlook 
Important During 
Women's Periods 
Many women and girls suffer 
pain during the regular periods, 
even when there is no actual dis­ 
ease of the organs involved. In 
these cases, mental factors, the 
patient’s constitutional makeup, or 
some slight Imbalance of the glands 
of internal secretion are thought 
to be responsible. 
Of these, mental attitudes are 
by far the most important. Cer­ 
tainly, they can make the pain 
worse and keep up the discom­ 
fort longer. Faulty explanation of 
the function by parents may actu­ 
ally teach young girls to expect 
pain. This Is particularly true if 
other women of the family set an 
example by going to bed every 
month at the time of the periods. 
It is important that the girls 
understand that the periods are 
natural, and should not Interfere 
with ordinary activities. 
GENERAL HEALTH 
Any condition which interferes 
with the general health may con­ 
tribute to making the condition 
worse. Hence, the general health 
should be improved by exercise, 
proper diet, sufficient rest, and 
treatment of anemia or lessening 
of the color of the blood, if this 
condition is present. 
The best treatment in a given 
case depends upon the degree of 
pain. In mild cases, in which the 
pain is limited to a few hours on 


the first day of the period, pain- 
relieving drugs, such as aspirin, 
are adequate. If severe pain starts 
one or more days before the 
period, and continues for several 
days thereafter, a medication 
known as diethyl-stilbestrol, taken 
at night, seems to be useful. This 
preparation is given on the first 
or second day of the period, and is 
continued for about two weeks. Of 
course, such treatment must always 
be carried out under the direction 
of a physician. 
RELATIVELY PAINLESS 
This preparation may cause the 
period to become irregular, but 
the next period will be relatively 
painless. Bed test is discouraged. 
The treatment Is continued for 
two or three months in succession, 
then stopped for a time, and then 
repeated. Pain-relieving drugs, such 
as aspirin, may be used in between 
time.In a few instances, the pain 
may be most severe, and of such 
a degree that it undermines the 
morale and prevents continuous 
employment. If treatment with 
drugs fails to relieve the disorder, 
an operation for cutting the sym­ 
pathetic nerves which go to the 
womb may be necessary.

IN THOSE MONTHS this country scored a 
great victory in Korea. Perhaps it seemed that 
the emergency after all was not so great. But 
in late November the Chinese Communists

turned the great victory into a great disaster. 
And just at the end of November—on Novem­ 
ber SO —the government's Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, in its monthly report, showed living 
costs were at a record high and still climbing. 
Two days later, December 2, Truman made 
Michael V. DiSalle the price boss, under Valen­ 
tine.

60.000 paid workers around the country and 
250.000 volunteers. 


LAST WEEK DiSalle wanted to order all 
prices frozen for 30 days but Valentine thought 
differently., So DiSalle’s outfit is still waiting 
till it gets a larger staff. But Maybe the whole 
price-wage control set-up of the ESA will have 
to be changed because the question being kicked 
around now is this: 
Can ESA work at all so long as Valentine can 
veto DiSalle and Ching? Labor leaders, for 
instance, protest that before they'll agree to 
wage controls Ching's board must be free to 
make its own decisions. That board with Ching 
as chairman has three representatives of labor, 
three of business, and three of the public. 
Also, it's being said some of Mr. Truman’s 
economic advisers thought wage and price con­ 
trols weren't half so necessary in controlling 
inflation as higher taxes and curbs on credit.

Morse declared that a quarter- 
century period of military alert may 
require “a widespread revisioA of 
our educational systems.” He spoke 
to a reporter prior to the appear­ 
ance (10 a. m. EST) before the 
subcommittee of a group of educa­ 
tional leaders who helped develop 
the new military training proposal. 
“The manpower program is going 
to confront us for 25 years,” Morse 
said. “It may be that long before 
we can feel safe. We must gear our 
economy, manpower and military 
plans for a long pull.” 
If many thousands of young men 
must take basic military training 
each year, he said, most college 
courses should be shortened from 
the present four years to three. 
‘There is not much sense in go­ 
ing to school for only nine months 
a year after the sophomore year in 
high school,” he said. “We should 
give students concentrated courses 
the year around. 
“At present the period between 
18 and 19 often Is wasted,” Morse 
added. “Employers do not want to 
take and train a man who may be 
drafted in a year. The boy cannot 
make his college plans until he com­ 
pletes his basic training.” 
OTHER VIEWS 
Other senators on the prepared­ 
ness group, including Johnson, in­ 
sist that increases in the armed 
forces to the nearly 3,500,000 asked 
by President Truman can be drafted 
from the present 19 through 25 
year pool. 
Johnson has suggested a minimum 
draft age of 18 years and six months

“The amount of sales resulting 
from an international trade flfr is 
not a measure of either the value

“The large number of business 
contacts made, the arrangements 
for distribution consummated, and 
the tremendous orders anticipated 
in the next year as a result of deals 
made, are the more accurate evi­ 
dence that the first trade fair was 
a great success.” 
Despite reluctance of exhibitors 
to reveal sales figures, he said, the 
following announcements of sales 
volume were made: 
United Kingdom, more than $5,- 
000,000; Germany, more than $4,- 
000,000, and Yugoslavia and Portu­ 
gal, more than $1,000,000 each.

Inroads Of War 
Feared By Experts 
In Coming Year 


NEW YORK UP) — The nation's 
sports writers and radio casters are 
a gloomy lot as they contemplate 
the coming year. A great major­ 
ity of them fear that athletics of 
every tyye, both professional and 
amateur, will fed drastically the 
effects of the world situation. 
Of several hundred experts who 
answered an Associated Press year- 
end questionnaire, fewer than a 
dozen are ready to predict that 
sports will do “business as usual“ in 
the face of the draft $nd possible 
all-out mobilization. 
Typical of the terse replies re­ 
ceived from every section of the 
country are these: 
“Threat of war may wreck minor 
baseball leagues, put colleges back 
ott war-time standards:” 
“Spectators may have to be con­ 
tent to see 16-year-olds and guy« 
over 40 perform.” 
“Expect a slump at the gates and 
inroads on sports by draft boards.” 
“Sports in *51? Where? Here or 
in Korea? It looks from here like 
all sports will be in uniform.” 
If there is a declared war, the 
vast majority agree that no profes­ 
sional sport will survive this time 
and that college sport will be ex­ 
tremely hard hit. 
Several writers point out the gov­ 
ernment almost 
certainly 
would 
clamp an immediatet ban on large 
assemblies in the event of war— 
possibly do so at the announcement 
of total mobilization. 
Even those 
who take the optimistic view that 
the world situation will not worsen 
during *51 and that sport will rock 
along more or less as usual concede 
that the draft is bound to reduce 
the caliber of competition. 
First to be hit, and hardest, say 
the correspondents, 
will be 
the 
minor league baseball leagues. One 
of the more gloomy swamis predicts 
that at least a dozen of the coun­ 
try’s lesser leagues will throw in 
the sponge before the season opens 
and that as many more will fold 
during the year as the draft widens 
in scope. 
As for the major leagues, “the 
best that we can expect to see 
as the year goes along Is inferior 
performance by inferior athletes,” 
says an observer.

Inroads Of War 


feared By Experts 


In Coming Year 
NEW YORK ( f f ) The nation’# 
sports writers and radio casters aro 
a gloomy lot as they contémplate 
the coming year. A great major­ 
ity of them fear that athletics of 
every tyye, both professional and 
amateur, will feel drastically the 
effects of the world situation. 
Of several hundred experts who 
answered an Associated Press year- 
end questionnaire, fewer than a 
dozen are ready to predict that 
sports will do “business as usual” in 
the face of the draft $nd possible 
all-out mobilization. 
Typical of the terse replies re­ 
ceived from every section of tha 
country ara these: 
"Threat of war may wreck minor 
baseball leagues, put colleges back 
orf war-time standards:” 
“Spectators may have to be con­ 
tent to see 16-year-olds and guys 
over 40 perform.” 
“Expect a slump at the gates and 
inroads on sports by draft boards.” 
“Sports in ’51? Where? Here or 
in Korea? It looks from here like 
all sports will be in uniform.” 
If there is a declared war, the 
vast majority agree that no profes­ 
sional sport will survive this time 
and that college sport will be ex­ 
tremely hard hit. 
Several WTiters point out the gov­ 
ernment ajmost certainly would 
clamp an immediatet ban on large 
assemblies in the event of war— 
possibly do1 so at the £mnounoc.m.ent 
of total mobilization. Even those 
who take the optimistic view that 
the world situation will not worsen 
during ’51 and that sport will rock 
along more or less as usual concede 
that the draft is bound to reduce 
the caliber of competition. 
First to be hit, and hardest, say 
the correspondents, will be the 
minor league baseball leagues. One 
of the more gloomy swamis predict! 
that at least a dozen of the coun­ 
try’s lesser leagues will throw in 
the sponge before the season opens 
and that as many more will fold 
during the year as the draft widens 
in scope. 
As for the major leagues, “the 
best that we can expect to see 
as the year goes along is inferior 
performance by inferior athletes,” 
says an observer. “If there is war, 
all sports will be cut off at the hip 
pockets” 
Numbers of those who answered 
the poll predict that every college 
football team will play freshmen 
next fall as they did during World 
War H, and that the balance of 
J football power will again shift to 
the service academies.

Kellaway is doing research into 
the brain waves of babies with a 
wave-recording machine.

Big Four Meeting 


PARIS (A*)—The Western Powers’ 
newest note to Russia on a big pow­ 
er meeting goes to the Kremlin this 
weekend, 
it 
was 
authoritatively 
learned here today. 
The Big Three note, fourth in the 
Interchange that began last Nov. 3, 
Is being 
“touched ' up” today in 
Washington by diplomats of the 
United States, Britain and France. 
Final drafts will go to the three 
capitals for approval, and then sep- 
* arate—but identical—notes are to be 
delivered through the three embas­ 
sies in Moscow, it was learned. 
It was believed here the note vir­ 
tually assures a meeting of the Big 
Fbur, since reliable Informants said 
it would agree with the Russian con­ 
tention that the problem of Ger­ 
many is “first and foremost” to be 
met. 
The Big Three, however, will de­ 
mand In 
their note 
that Russia 
agree beforehand to talk about 
wide range of world problems as well 
as Germany. 
The diplomats meeting in Wash 
ington have settled a disagreement 
among themselves, it was learned, 
by compromising on the tone of the 
new note. The United States has 
been insisting that a “clarification” 
be demanded of Russia on just what 
subjects the Soviets would discuss. 
The French position has been that 
a meeting of the Big Four foreign 
ministers should be held “at all 
costs” and that a more conciliatory 
tone should be taken.

They tell humorously the 
stories of some pretty grim pros­ 
pects.

practice" of fixing tickets. 
S—Use the same care and caution 
In the choice of candidates to fill 
municipal and justice court positions 
as Is used in the election of persons 
to higher brackets of the govern­ 
ment. 
In the years 1940 to 1950, the com­ 
mittee learned, more than 30,000 
men, women and children were kill­ 
ed in traffic accidents in Califor­ 
nia. Another 649,256 were injured. 
In a study of arrests during six 
months of last year, the committee 
found: 
I,086 persons fined a total of $43,- 
468 for driving while their licenses 
were suspended. 
II,398 persons found guilty of driv­ 
ing under the influence of liquor. 
TOtal fines $1,460,665. 
1,621 persons fined a total of 
$53,185 for accidents Involving prop­ 
erty damage. 
1,099 persons fined a total of $27,- 
233 for failing to report collision 
with unattended vehicles. 
3,878 persons fined for reckless 
driving. Total fines $138,358. 
183 cases of drivers failing to stop 
a n d report accidents involving 
deaths or personal injuries. Total 
fines $11,793. 
The total amount of all fines and 
forfeitures was $6,164,551.
